S.R.O. 59.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules fuither 
to amend the Indian Air Force, Senior Civilian 
Gazetted Officer (Administratiuri) Recruitment 
Rules, 1983, namely :— 

J. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Air 
Force, Senior Civilian Gazetted Officer (Administra¬ 
tion) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Indian Air Force, Senior 
Civilian Gazetted Officer (Administration) Recruit¬ 


ment Rules, 1983, in column 12, after the existing 
entries, the following Note shall be addded, namely: 

“Note —Where juniors who have completed 
their qualifying eligibility service are being 
considered for promotion, their seniors 
shall also be considered provided they are 
not short of the requisite qualifying [eligi¬ 
bility service or two years, whichever is 
less, aud have successfully completed their 
probation period fpr promotion to the next 
higher grade alongwith their juniors who 
have already completed such qualifying] 
eligibility service”.
